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WAR HUSTLE AT WASHINGTON

How They Are Hurrying Things Along in
the Big Gun Factory.

—

VIEWING THE CANNON-BUILDING SHOPS

—

Carluun Faeta Abost the Making of
Modern Ordwamee and Projecs
tilensfanniruction of y
War Monsters,

—_—

In there days bf ‘preparation for war the
Washington navy gard le one of the most
{nteresting spols #o be found anywhere.
Strictly speakimg, it s not a navy yard at
all, but & gun Teotéry. Here it Is that all
the heavy guns &hd moeet of the light landing
and boat gunoe Tor &he navy are bullt, The
amount of work<dome in this great national
factory lo enoroun, even in times ol peace,
but now that e Mthes, engines'and tools
are running at full ‘epeed twenty-four hours
out of twenty-feur, the number of guns and
gun carriages t@sned out ia nearly trebled.

Passing through ¢he gate with its trim ma-
rine sentry paeing to and fro, the vlisltor
eees uniformed ‘officers hastening this way
and that, busy with thelr dutles, and hears
on every alde the dull rumble of machinery,
the heavy thud of the triphammer and the
snorting of the steam cranes, A emall army
of drafitsmen In the offices are buslly pre.
pariog plans and drawings for the use of the
gun bullders, and the civillan bossia and
oremen of the shopas are everywhere keep-
Ing walch with cagle eyes, Thelrs I8 a most
responelble duty, for any careless and Incom-
petent werkman with a single slip of his tool
might spoil @ gun or carriage which had cost
the government thousands of dollars to put
together,

The putting together or "“assembling' of
a modern gun ks apparently a simple matter,
But it s really one of the moest delleate ap-
erations in the werld. The greatest care
and precision are necessary to make the
different parts exactly fit, and ene revolution
too many of a plane or boring tool would
injure the part beyend repair. Hence comes
much of the fascinatlon in wutching the
construction of cne of the big guns as it
Erows In missive and polished beauty ready
to take its place on one of our men-of-war,

First of all the tube of the plece comea
to the factory from one of the big steel com-
panies, the Bethilehem or the Midvale, which
have the contracts to furnleh fovgings. The
tube comes in the rough with only a core
Lored out, and looks like a heavy plece of
ateel pipe, For the four-lnch gris it la
thirtern feet seven Inches long, while for the
thirten feich gurs it attains a length of forty
feet, This tube forms a bavis for all futura
cperattons. A modern gun s built up by
slipping upon It a number of Jackets mnd
hoops, and shrinking them to a perfect ad-
Justmemt. A thirteen-inch gun when flo-
Ished hns thirteen separate and distinct
parts which have been assembled and fAtted
to the minutest fraction of an Inch. Asa the
callber and size of the gun diminish, the
number of parts is reduced, and the four-
ineh plece ls composed of only five. In
bBullding up the gun the rough tube and the
bherids are first placed In lathes and care-
fully planed down to the dimensions re-
quired, The diameter of the interlor of the
jncket which Is to slip over the tube half
way its length must corerspond with math-
ematical exactness to the diameter of the
tube's exterior; while the hoops, which In
turn fit over this jacket, must be treated
with alike precision. This work cof planing
Is done in ihe great forth guvn shop. as 1t is
known at the navy yard, and when it is
completed, the tube aad the bandse have to
be carried to the “shrinking pit' at the nosth
end of the shop, where the next process Ia
to be undergeme., There are three heavy
travellng cranes io the chop, of 110, forty and
filteen tons lifting power capacily respecl-
Ively and they plck up the huge pleces of
Iron and carry them do thelr destindation aa
ecasily and lightly as If they welghed nothing
at all,

THE SHRINKING PIT.

The “shrinking pit" is a deep hole sunk
in the floor of tha shop, and fitted at each
end with an oven: These ovena, In which
the bands are to be expanded until they can
sllp over the gun tube are heated by an alr
and oil blast to a temperature of 700 degrees
Fahreahelt, for this degree of heat iz neces-
piry to expand ithe heavy jacket for the 12
and 13-inch gunss At the pit the tube la
plarted carefully en end close to the oven,
in which is belngrheaied the jacket that it
is to receive. Pipes are v> arranged that a
atream of water ‘'can be run contlouously
through the core-of the tube, to keep It
cool and prevent expansion by the heut, as
the hot jacket slips over 1t. When all Is
ready the men who are to perform the dell-
cate task stand at attentlon, FEach one of
them has his own partlcdlar duty, and they
are trained (o act in concert, llke a company
o! soldiers. The jacket has been placed In
the oven and sealed up, to awalt expanslion
by the heat, The foreman glves the word,
the traveling crane comes up and lifts off
the hot lid of the oyen, exposing the jacket
within, the hooks are made fust to a clamp
previously attached io the jacket, and the
heated mass is lifted carefully from Ite
flery bed. The englneer of the crane watches
with hawk-like eye the elgnals of the fore-
man below and when a sufficlent height bas
been reached the jacket & swung over the
tube and lowered. Men with immense can-
vas mittena guide It as It comes down, and
adjust it in place, When It has been slipped
over the tube gtreams of water are turnad on
to cool it, As .t cools it shrinks back to its
original slze and the dellcate operation is
complete,

Strange as it may seem, after coming
through Ite flery ordeéal the jacket hardly
shows a slgn of heat as It Is litted from the
oven. There Is a slight bluish tinge, and
that Is the only thing to distinguish It from
the eold jacket which went In. The exterior
of the tube and the interior of the jacket
being exactly the same size, only the slight-
est expansion is required to make one slip
over the other. From 3-100 to 6-100 of an
Inch is all that is allowéd, even In the mon-
ster thirteen-inch guns. Bo the speediest
and most accurate work l4 necessary after
the jacket leaves the oven, for if the iron
rhould ccol off before it was In place In
would clamp at once upon the tube, and the
gun would be rulned. A simllar process Is
gone through with In slipplong the smaller
hoops over the jacket.

The shrinking of one part on another
makes an absolutely perfect weld, and after
once the band is In place nothing short of
chipping it off piec® by plece would remove
it. The shrinking of the different bands of
the piece having been finished, it ls again
put in the lathe and turned down to the
required size, and the edges of the bands
are beveled off to give It a neat appearance.
It is then ready for the delicate operation
of rifting.

Only the most ¢xperienced mechanics In
the shops are In charge of the rifling ma-
chines, for on the perfection with which
they perform thelr work the whole utllity
of the gun depends. The auger which cuts
the grooves iy carefully adjusted and lubri-
cated and the little hard steel chisels fitted
an & long beam which runs through the bore
of the gun commence thelr work. Only the
smallest fraction of an inch is taken off at &
time and the greatest care s required in ad-
justing the auger: exactly. When once in
poaition the lathé does the rest of the work
by slowly turnimg the gun as the tool eats
its way through.

After being rified the gun Is placed on a
car and carried to the breech mechanism
ahop, where the imterrupted screw breech
block, in use in mearly all the navies of the
world, is fitted, " The carriage with ita_re-
coll cylinders for saking up the “'kick’ of
the plece when fired, having been finished In
the naval carriage shop with as conscientious
eare as the gum lmelf, the gum is put to-
gother and shipped on the barge down the
Potomac river to Indian Head, to be tested.

It has a velociy at the muzsle of
2,100 feet a seccond, and a veloclty of 1,808
feot st a diatance of 2,600 yards, which I
produced by the explosion of 660 pounds of
brown prismatic powder, each grain of which
s oo 1 in shape and molded to an
exact size. The cost of each discharge Is
about §1,600.

A 13-inch gun s bulit
to fire 260 shota before it lowea Ha temper
and becomen useless, except for old iron; but

The  1,100-pound projectile 18 almost as
carafully made as the gun. It is of hard
steel, with an armor plercing polnt, and Is
fitted with copper bands which take against
the rifiilng, and belng of soft metal do not
Injure tha delicate grooves, of which thers
are ffty-two,

Beeldes these monster cannon, the Wash-
Ington navy yard produces small rapid-fire
orduance of the Fletcher, Maxim, Driggs-
Schoeder and Holchklss types, which are
used aboard ship as a proteetion againat tor-
pedo boats, for landing parties and for hoat
sorvice. These weapons are much simpler
In their construction than the heavy ord-
nance, but the same great care and thorough-
heas of workmanship characterize thelr
bullding as the heavy ordnance.
